NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The sal- 

ary of W. W. Atterbury, president 


of the Pennsylvania Railroad, has 
been reduced to $60,000 annually at 
his own request, Atterbury today 
informed Joseph B. Eastman, Fed- 
eral Co-ordinator of Railroads. He 
formerly received $109,000. In a 
letter to Eastman, Atterbury in- 
closed a resolution adopted by the 
road’s board of directors on Sept.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 20.— 
The Yale Review today publishes 
an article on the NRA by Prof.

BOISE, Idaho, Sept. 20. — By a 
vote of about 5 to 4, Idaho decided 
for repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment yesterday. 

Returns from 608 of 819 precincts, 
in 43 of 44 counties, gave: 52,800 
for repeal, 38,779 against. 

In only 11 of the 44 counties the 
vote was against repeal; seven of 
these 11 counties were in the south 
and east sections of the State, 
where a large proportion of the 
population are descendants of Mor- 
mon settlers from Utah. Latah 
County, seat of the State university, 
was another anti-repeal stronghold. 

The Coeur D’Alene mining district 
returned heavy repeal totals. Boise 
and Pocatello, the two largest cities 
in the State, voted for repeal. 

The 21 delegates elected yester- 
day will meet here Oct. 7 formally 
to record Idaho’s ratification of the 
twenty-first amendment. 

Idaho voters must wait until the 
general election in November, 1934, 
before they have an opportunity to 
pass on repeal of the prohibition 
amendment of the State Constitu- 
tion. The Legislature legalized 
manufacture and sale of 3,2 per 
cent beer at its last session.

Vietin Refuses to Discuss 


Who Fired on Him—De- 
tectives Chased Man 
Sought in Cox Killing. 


Leo Burke, associate of Cuckoo 
gangsters, was shot and wounded 
seriously early today, when an au- 
tomobile occupied by three men 
overtook his near Seventeenth 
street and Chouteau avenue after 
a brief chase. Three shots from 
an automatic pistol were fired at 
close range by a man who occu- 
pied the seat beside the driver of 
the pursuing car. They struck 
Burke in the back, the left side and 
the left leg. Two women in Burke’s 
automobile screamed and his as- 
sailants sped north in Seventeenth 
street in a Buick sedan. 

An hour before, at 11:30 o’clock, 
Detectives Mobrak and O’Rourke 
had seen three men in a Buick se- 
dan cruising about the neighbor- 
hood and noted that one of them 
was a suspect sought for question- 
ing in the murder of Wingie Cox 
about 10 days ago. The men fled 
from the detectives, eluding them 
in a chase in which the officers 
fired two shots. 


Burke Refuses to Talk. 

Burke, who drove to City Hos- 
pital after being wounded, declined 
to discuss who had shot him or 
why. Police regarded the shooting 
as a sequel to the Cox murder and 
the killing, June 1, of Oscar Lobin. 
Burke was one of those detained 
for questioning after Lobin, a pat- 
ent medicine. manufacturer, had 
been shot and killed in a saloon at 
1038 Park avenue. No charge was 
placed against him. 

At that time, police said, Burke 
and Earl Tipton were the owners 
of a saloon at 800 Park avenue. 
They surmised the killing of Lobin 
by shots fired from outside the sa- 
loon was an unintended result of an 
effort by rival saloon keepers to 
terrorize the owner of the saloon 
at 1038 Park avenue. 

Cox, one-armed Cuckoo gangster, 
was shot and wounded fatally Sept. 
10 in the saloon at 800 Park ave- 
nue, which was then, police said, 
no longer owned by Tipton and 
Burke. 

The two women who were with 
Burke said they were Dorothy 
Revis, 24 years old, and Mary 
Vaughn, 23. They gave an address 
in the 500 block of North Fifth 
street, East St. Louis, and said 
Burke was driving them to their 
home. He had turned west in 
Chouteau avenue from Twelfth 
boulevard, they said, to get gaso- 
line at the filling station near 
Eighteenth street and Chouteau 
avenue, which he usually patro- 
nizes. 

Woman Tells of Shooting. 

“I was riding in the back seat 
and was about half asleep,” Miss 
Vaughn told police. “I heard Doro- 
thy say, ‘Straighten up. Somebody~ 
is following us.’ Looking back I 
saw a Buick sedan with two men 
in the front seat. The man on the 
right had a pistol] in his hand. 

“We were about at Eighteenth 
street and Leo turned around, 
making a U turn to go back east. 
After a moment he said, ‘Gee, they 
are still following us.’ The Buick 
tried to force us to the curb and 
Leo tried to make another turn to 
go back west. Then the Buick came 
along side of us. Its lights were 
turned out, and there were three 
shots. Leo slumped down. “They 
got me,’ he said.” 

A similar account was given by 
Miss Revis. The shooting was seen 
also by William Guest, 1511 South 
Tenth street, who was waiting for a 
street car nearby. He described the 
man who fired the shots as about 
25 years old, with dark curly hair. 
Burke, who is 25 years old, lives 
at 1115 Paul street, not far from 
where he was shot. He had given 
his occupation as a clerk and chauf- 
feur when frequently picked up for 
questioning.

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MIRS ANNIE BESANT 
WORLD LEADER OF 
THEOSOPHISTS DIES 


Remarkable Woman, Fight- 
er in Many Causes, Suc- 
cumbs to Age in 86th 
Year at Madras, India. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRAS, India, Sept. 20.—Mrs. 
Annie Besant, president and world 
leader of the Theosophical Society, 
died today. She would have been 
86 years old on Oct. 1. 

In her last illness Mrs. Besant lay 
in a state of half-consciousness for 
some time, never speaking at length 
even to her most intimate friends. 
Death was due to general infirma- 
ti-res. | 

In 1931 she suffered a“fall from 
which she never fully recovered. 
On that occasion she was uncon- 
scious 30 hours and, accdrding to 
a theosophist friend, an inner group 
of the elect sat in a circle about her 
and restored her to consciousness 
by concentrated transference of 
power from themselves to her. 

G. Jinnarajadassa, vice-presiden 
of the Theosophical Society, is men- 
tioned as a possible successor of 
Mrs. Besant as Theosophical leader. 
It is expected that Mrs. Besant’s 
body will be cremated at Adyar, 
the site of her theosophist founda- 
tion, after funeral services tomor- 
row. 

Wife, Mother and Mistress of Many 

Interesting Careers. 

. Mrs. Besant was born in London, 
Oct. 1, 1847. Her father, William 
Page Wood, was an Englishman 
of half Irish blooa. Her mother 
was Irish, and the daughter always 
referred to herself as Irish. 

When 20, Annie Wood married the 
Rev. Frank Besant, who later be- 
came vicar of Sibsey, in Lincoln- 
shire. A son and a daughter were 
born. The marriage ended in dis- 
cord when the wife challenged 
tenets of the Church of England 
and became a free-thinker. She 
left her husband in 1873, taking the 
daughter with her. 

She became identified with free 
thought and radical political move- 
ments led by Charles Bradlaugh, a 
member of Parliament, and when 
the two re-published a pamphlet 
on birth control as protest against 
a police order forbidding its circu- 
lation, they were prosecuted. Both 
acted as their own lawyers at the 
trial. They were convicted in the 
lower court but won an appeal and 
thereupon withdrew the pamphlet, 
explaining that they had put it out 
only to vindicate freedom of the 
press. 

Out of this case grew an action 
by her husband in 1889 to take her 
daughter from-her and again she 
acted as her own lawyer. She lost 
the case. The Rev. Mr. Besant 
lived until 1917 but the daughter 
and her brother in late years were 
on terms of cordiality with their 
mother.

Holman, and the rest was to go to 
Mrs, Olin. At her death the princi- 
pal was to be divided among her 
children. 

Mrs. Levis, in her will, divided 
her jewels and household property 
among her daughter and grandchil- 
dren, and provided that her sisters, 
Mattie W. Gray and Louise J.

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she lectured and.. organized 
branches of the cult in many parts 
of the world. There were 11 “sec- 
tions,” or national societies, when 
she first became president. By 1932 
there were 47. Nearly all the 
countries of Europe, the United 
States, Canada, Australiasand New 
Zealand were visited by her in this 
work. 

On these tours she expounded 
theosophy as “a mystical specula- 
tion applied to deduce a philosophy 
of the universe.” She preached the 
doctrine of reincarnation and that 
man could know God by developing 
his own soul. 

She said she herself had been 
reincarnated many times, and said 
her first life began 1200 years ago. 

She was credited by her follow- 
ers with occult powers, particularly 
clairvoyance. It was declared that 
with C. W. Leadbeater, a colleague, 
beginning in 1895, she had made a 
clairvoyant examination of chemi- 
cal elements which had added to 
the knowledge of the atom along 
lines parallel to those pursued by 
chemists and physicists. 

Predicted “Second Messiah.” 

At Madras, India, in 1925, Mrs. 
Besant predicted that a “second 
Messiah” would appear soon. Her 
prediction was made at the cele- 
bration of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the Theosophical Society, and 
on her behalf it was stated thatthe 
person in whom “the reincarnation 
of Christ” would be made mani- 
fest was Jeddu Krishnamurti, a 
Hindu graduate of Oxford, 30 
years old at the time. 

Mrs. Besant later said she never 
had any idea of proclaiming Krish- 
namurti as the Messiah, but said 
she believed the Hindu was the 
“vehicle” for a world teacher. Mrs. 
Besant and her protege attracted 
much attention on a world tour, 
which included the United States, 
in 1926. 

On their arrival in New York 
Krishnamurti was asked: “Do you 
believe that you are the second 
Christ?” He replied: “No, but I be- 
lieve that I am the new vehicle for 
the world teacher.” Five years la- 
ter, on another trip to this country, 
Krishnamurti said he had “grown 
up” and no longer held to the tenets 
of Mrs. Besant. “No one,” he said, 
“ean formulate an adequate re- 
ligion for another individual.” 
Author of 350 Books and Pamphlets 
Mrs. Besant was a prolific writer. 
Nearly 350 pamphlets and booxs 
were credited to her pen beginning 
with a history of the French Revo- 
lution, written in 18/5, and pro- 
gressing through works on social- 
ism, science, psychology, religion 
and occultism. Among her books 
were “Reincarnation” (1892); “Sev- 
en Principles of Man” (1892); “Kar- 
ma” (1895); “Evolution of Life and 
Form” (1898); “A Study in Con- 
sciousness” (1904); “The Wisdom 
of the Upanishads” (1906); “Occuit 
Chemistry” (1908); “The Perfect- 
ing of Man” (1912), and “The New 
Civilization” (1927). 

In her eightieth year Mrs. Besant 
made several airplane trips in 
Europe to keep speaking engage- 
ments. On Oct. 1, 1927, wheneshe 
had reached the age of 80, she was 
asked if she would attend a public 
celebration of the occasiun. 
“There will be time enough for 
that when I am 100 years old,” she 
said. “I am marvelously weil, but 
then I am a vegetarian, a non- 
smoker and a teetotaler. I shall go 
on working until my body is used 
up. What is the use of it unless it 
works?” 


eEarly Free-Thinking Career. 

In her early free-thinking Socia}- 
ist career, Mrs. Besant joined the 
National Secular Society in 1874, 
using her gifts of oratory and au- 
thorship for several years chiefly in 
denunciations of religious intolera- 
ance. Meanwhile, she was doing 
some studying in England, Ger- 
many and France, and in 1879 she 
matriculated in science at London 
University, taking honors in botany, 
and also at the South Kensington 
science and art examination. She 
left the university in 1881. 

In 1885 she joined the Fabian 
Society, made up of intellectual So- 
cialists and including such leaders 
as George Bernard Shaw, Sidney 
Webb, later Lord Passfield; Sidney 
Oliver, who became Lord Oliver, 
and Ramsay MacDonald, now 
Prime Minister. She was secretary 
of the matchmakers’ union and in 
1888 organized and won a strike of 
girl workers. In 1887-90 she was a 
Laborite member of the London 
School Board. 


Advocate of Indian Freedom. 

Within these years also she was 
a suffragist, an anti-vivisectionist 
and a champion of the dawning 
cause of India’s freedom. She was 
well versed in Hindu philosophy 
and aspirations when she moved to 
India in 1893, gathered a band of 
followers and in 1898 founded the 
Central Hindu College in Benares. 
This school later was absorbed by 
the Hindu University and Mrs. Be- 
sant was given the honorary degree 
of doctor of letters in recognition 
of her work for education. 
She organized several children’s 
aid movements, including a society 
for boys, which became amalgamat- 
ed later with the Boy Scouts. For 
this Lord Baden-Powell, founder of 
the scouts, made her honorary 
scout commissioner for all India. 
Her active political work, in 
which she advocated dominion stat- 
us for India within the British em- 


ited in 1915 with having reunited 
two factions into which the India 
National Congress had split. Her 
continued activity through the 
years of the World War resulted 
in her being barred in 1916 from 
the Central Provinces and from the 
Province of Bombay. The follow- 
ing year the Madras Provincial 
Government interned her in a 
small hill settlement. The sentence 
lasted only three months and on 
her release she was elected presi- 
dent of the India National Con- 
gress. Her eminence in the move- 
ment lasted until 1920. 

She lost her place in India’s 
struggle when she disagreed with 
Mahatma Gandhi’s program. Mrs. 
Besant said she believed in “pas- 
sive resistance,” but she would not 
countenance “the breaking of & 
law not selected by the individual, 


‘but thrust upon him at the dicta- 


tion of someone else's policy.”

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STAR OF UNUSUALLY LOW 


Its Heat Filuctuates Between 2900 
and 4100 Degrees Fahren- 
heit. 
By the Associated Press. 
PASADENA, Cal., Sept. 20.—Two 
astronomers studying variable 
stars which alternately are dim and 
bright, said today they had dis- 
covered one whose heat fRictuates 
between 2900 and 4100 degrees fah- 
renheit. 
The star, Omicron Ceti, has a 
cycle of 320 days but the change in 
some of the short period variables 
can be measured by hours. 
“Omicron Ceti’s brightness in- 
creases by 225 times during the 
change,” said Dr. Seth B. Nichol- 
son, of the Mount Wilson Observa- 
tory. 
Dr. Nicholson and Dr. Edison 
Pettit, in measuring the heat of 
this star, used a thermocouple, a 
device made of minute wires. The 
instrument weighs about one-thou- 
Sandth as much as a drop of wa- 
ter. 

Six other long period variable 
stars were studied and found to 
vary similarly in heat and bril- 
liance. 

“These are the coolest stars ob- 
served,” said the astronomers. 
“There probably are still cooler 
Stars which give little or no light, 
the heat of which could be mea- 
sured with the thermocouple if we 
knew where to find them. “Stel- 
lar temperatures range as high as 
41,000 degrees fahrenheit.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. — At 
least three organizations of news- 
paper writers and editors are re- 
ported ready to seek changes in 
the NRA code submitted by the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 


Association when it comes up for 
hearing Friday. 

Heywood Broun, a New York col- 
umnist, yesterday called upon Hugh

Also conferring witlL 
Brown was Paul Y. Anderson of 
the Washington staff of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, who spoke 
at the organization meeting of the 
New York Guild. 

Broun and Anderson said the 
New York group had retained Mor- 
ris L. Ernst, an attorney from that 
city, to represent them at the hear- 
ing. 

In addition, they had _ reports 
from the newspaper union of Cleve- 
land that it would have State Sen- 
ator Marvin C. Harrison at the 
hearing, and that the Philadelphia- 
Camden organization of news men 
would be represented. 

Among the demands incorporated 
in the New York brief were short- 
er hours and a specified notice be- 
fore discharge, the length of time 
to depend upon the time the em- 
ploye had been with his employer. 

George L. Berry, president of the 
Pressmen’s Union and a member of 
the NRA’s Labor. Advisory Board, 
will be the labor advisor to the ad- 
ministration on the code. 

Lindsay Rogers, who at one time 
was a newspaper reporter, is the 
Deputy Administrator assigned to 
conduct the hearing.

337,000 RAILROAD CARS 
RETIRED SINCE 1923 


M. J. Gormley in Speech Gives 
50 Pct. Increase in Train 
Speed as Reason. 


A 50 per cent increase in speed 
of railway train movement has 
made possible a permanent reduc 
tion of 337,000 in number of cars 
in service, M. J. Gormley, president 
of the’ American Railway Associa- 
tion, said today in an address before 
the Trans-Missouri-Kansas Ship- 
pers’ Board, in session at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

Gormley said the railroads now 
own about 2,000,000 cars, not includ- 
ing refrigerator cars, which is a 
reduction of 337,000 from the high- 
est number owned in 1925. He 
thought the abandoned ears would 
never be replaced because the 
speed of movement offsets their 
loss. 

About 100,000 additional employes 
have been put to work by the rail- 
roads since June 1, Gormley said. 
Despite increased car loadings there 
are about 400,000 idle cars in the 
country. 

At a joint luncheon of the Ship- 
pers’ Board with the Traffic Club 
of St. Louis, Congressman Joseph 
B. Shannon of Kansas City spoke 
on “Government in Business.” Shan- 
non was chairman of a congres- 
sional committee which conducted 
extensive hearings on various ways 
in which Government agencies have 
entered into competition with 
private business. His commit- 
tee last year filed a compre- 
hensive report with Congress, and 
sponsored a bill to require Govern- 
ment stores, restaurants and other 
agencies to report fully their cost 
of operation. 


Shannon told how hundreds of 
representatives of private business 
enterprises appeared before his 
committee to relate instances of di- 
rect Government competition. 
Among the businesses protesting 
were banking, baking, printing, 
canning, clothing manufacturers 
and retailers, shoe manufacturers, 
lumber, grain trade, hotels and res- 
taurants. 

Speaking of the large number of 
shops and stores operated by the 
Government in and around Wash- 
ington, Shannon told of having 
purchased from an army store at 
Bolling Field a pair of shoes 
stamped “Made in England.” 
“That's Government competition,” 
he said. 

He told of a navy store selling 
automobile tires and requiring the 
purchased to sign a pledge not to 
disclose the price. He found that 
restaurants operated by Govern- 
ment departments served breakfast 
and dinner as well as lunch, and 
that many clerks, after reporting 
for work, “ate breakfast on the 
taxpayers’ time.’ 

In the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, he found, the employes 
were organized into a club for 
group buying and some employes 
used office hours to go around tak- 
ing orders. Members of the Com- 
mission defended this as in the in- 
terest of the morale of the depart- 
ment. 

Shannon oppesed the formation 
of multitudes of boards and bu- 
reaus in the Government, saying 
they are alwz.ys hard to get rid of 
after their purpose has been ac- 
complished.

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SYSTEMS IN USE. 

BY WASHINGTON 
AND ST.LOUIS J. 
VERY SIMILAR 


By James M. Gould 


How much difference is there in 


the “systems” employed by Goach 
Conzeiman at Washington and 
Coach Walsh at St. Louis U.? 


Whether or not there is a differ- 
ence in system, there certainly is a 
difference of opinion between the 


two coaches. 

Coach Conzelman declares his 
“system” is 65 per cent Notre Dame 
and 35 per cent “Warner,” and 
Coach Walsh says the Billiken sys- 
tem is 100 per cent Notre Dame, 


but adds “so is Washington’s.” 

However, let the coaches speak 
for themselves. Says Conzelman, 
“I figure about 65 per cent of our 
offense is based on Notre Dame’s 
play and the rest on the Warner 
double-wing back. Our shift is a 
variation of the old Minnesota 
shift and we use it to enable us to 
go either into a balanced or an un- 
balanced line without tipping the 
opposition off which we are going 
to do. This Warner play is a “pow- 
er offense” and we are ready to 
use it if circumstances justify the 
move. You know, in this we use 
two men blocking one, whereas the 
Notre Dame system is a man-to- 
man block.” 

What Walsh Says. 

Now for Walsh. He was asked 
what difference there was between 
the Bears’ system and his own, 
“None” was his reply. 

“But,” he was told, “they say at 
both 
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Washington that they use 


ae Dame and Warner systems.” 


“T haven't the faintest doubt,” 


‘the Billiken coach replied, “that the 
‘|/Washington players may be taught 


the two systems, but, watching them 
in several games last year, I noted 
that, after the first game, they dis- 
carded the Warner type of offense 
‘and stuck to that which is similar 
‘to ours. Now, I have no way of 
knowing what Jimmy Conzelman is 
| going to do this season, but, bas- 
ing my opinion on what the Bears 
did a year ago, I would say there 
was no difference between the two 
|systems of play.” 
| Walsh then went on to explain 
that the “Notre Dame system” is 
la misnomer. “Why, the system 
used when Joe Maxwell and I were 
Notre Dame players is already an 
‘antique. This, of course, follows 
‘the changes in the rules’ which 
have necessitated changes in style 
of play. Why, many of the teams 
in the Southern Conference are 
‘coached by former Notre Dame men 
and every one of these teams has 
a different set of plays. Based on 
Notre Dame tactics, perhaps, but 
as different as day and night. 
| “Our basic formations here are 
Notre Dame. We used the “T 
formation and never go into an une 
balanced line. My observation tells 
me that Washington never does, 
either. But the plays we have 
evolved from that basic formation 
are not necessarily Notre Dame 
iplays. In fact, very few of them 
are. For instance, today we use as 
many plays to the weak side as to 
the strong side. When I was in 
Notre Dame we used such plays 
only as threats—just to let the op- 
position know we had such plays. 
The “spinner” has revolutionizec 
all that.” 

So, you can take your choice. The 
systems at Washington and St 
‘Louis either are alike or different.

TO JOIN IN STRIKE 
MEDIATION EFFORT 


Max Meyer of Labor Board 
to Assist Local Concilia- 
tion Group in Men’s Gar- 
ment Makers’ Dispute. 


Max Meyer, garment industry ad- 
viser for the National Labor Board 
of the National Recovery Adminis- 
tration, arrived in St. Louis today 
to offer his services to the St. Louis 
mediation board in settling the 
strike of 1800 members of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers’ Union. 

Meyer said his instructions from 
the National Labor Board were to 
offer his services to the St. Louis 
board. He made it plain that he 
would seek only to assist it, and 
said he would confer with Chair- 
man Jesse McDonald and Mayor 
Dickmann. 

“The St. Louis mediation board,” 
he said, “has done a splendid job 
and Washington realizes it.” 

Two Strikes Unsettled. 

While the mediation board has 
settled strikes of millinery workers 
and silk dress workers, manufac- 
turers of men’s clothing and of cot- 
ton dresses have declined to submit 
their disputes with unions to the 
mediation board. Meyer declined to 
discuss that situation except to say 
that he felt the manufacturers 
would request the services of the 
board. 

About 1500 cotton dress workers, 
members of the International La- 
dies’ Garment Workers’ Union, and 
1800 members of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers’ Union, men’s 
clothing workers, are on strike. 

Settled Chicago Disputes. 

Meyer, acting as mediator, settled 
strikes of Chicago millinery and 
garment workers recently. 

For 19 years, until his retirement 
in 1929, he manufactured women’s 
coats in New York. The only busi- 
ness connection he retained was his 
place on the board of directors of 
the Sterling National Bank. How- 
ever, he is chairman of the Needle 


Trades Educational Commission of 


New York City, which concerns 
itself with enabling garment work- 
ers to obtain an education, and a 
member of the New York State In- 
dustrial Council, composed. of rep- 
resentatives of workers and indus- 
trialists who serve in an advisory 
capacity to the State Labor Board. 

Meyer said he would remain in 
St. Louis as long as he could be of 
assistance to the Mediation Board 
in the settlement or prevention of 
strikes. 

Max Zaritsky, president of the 
Cloth Hat, Cap & Millinery Work- 
ers’ International Union, and rep- 
resentatives of the Associated Mil- 
linery Industries, organization of 
manufacturers, will meet with the 
mediation board this afternoon. 

The millinery workers’ strike was 
settled last week, but Zaritsky 
threatened to resume the strike in 
some factories where it was report- 
ed employers had refused to re-em- 
ploy former workers because of 
their union membership. This is 
in violation of the strike settlement 
agreement. 

On the promise of officers of the 
manufacturers’ organization that 
the agreement would be complied 
with, Zaritsky postponed calling 
the strike at the request of the 
Mediation Board. 

Six hundred employes of the Ely 
& Walker Dry Goods Co. ended 
their strike yesterday when the 
company signed an agreement rec- 
ognizing the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ Union. Begin- 
ning today, former employes of the 
company will start back to work 
although several days will be re- 
quired before the volume of work 
possible will enable all to be re- 
employed. The company operatcs 
five factories, making both silk and 
cotton dresses. 

Miss Johanna Harms and Mrs. 
Meta Olsen, both of 47 Lewis place, 
reported they were attacked near 
their home yesterday evening by six 
striking woman garment workers 
who followed them when they left 
work at the Korrekt Clothing Co., 
1635 Washington avenue. Mrs. Ol- 
sen said her dress was torn off and 
that she and Miss Harms were 
slapped and scratched. 

Two soda bottles filled with 
liquid used in stench bombs were 
thrown through two windows of 
the Don-A-Q Garment Co. on the 
second floor at 4928A Natural 
Bridge avenue last night. Don A. 
Quinn, owner, said the damage was 
slight. 


FACES 8 YEARS IN PRISON 
FOR ONE DAY'S FREEDOM

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 20.—Once 
more ‘the estate of the Goulds, in 
litigation for nearly 20 years, is in 
the courts. This time trustees want

Two Lakes Will Be Formed—One at Site, 
Two Miles Wide, Another Three Miles 
Wide Above Grafton, III. 


A lake three miles wide in the 
Mississippi and [Illinois rivers, at 
the mouth of the Illinois just above 
Grafton, IIl., will be created by the 
Alton navigation dam, plans for 
which have been approved at 


Washington. 
The expanse of water above 
Grafton, covering the lowland 


which now forms the spearhead 
point of Calhoun County, Illinois, 
will be wider than that immediately 
above the dam, at Alton. The 
greatest width shown for the lake 
to be created at Alton is about two 
miles. 

Maps in the District Engineer’s 
office in the Federal building, 
where the $8,000,000 Alton dam has 
been planned under direction of 
Col. G. R. Spalding and Maj. W 
A. Snow, show the contemplated 
flowage, or overflow to be caused 
by the dam. Preliminary surveys 


have indicated that the area to be 
overflowed will be about 5700 acres 
on the Mississippi River, the 
greater part of this being in St 
Charles County, Missouri, and 10,- 
000 acres along the Illinois River, 
mostly in Calhoun and Jersey 
counties, Illinois. 

Land That Will be Overflowed. 
The St. Charles County lowland 
to be overflowed is opposite and 
above Alton, and becomes a narrow 
strip in front of the town of Port- 
age Des Sioux, seven miles above 
the dam. Opposite Elsah, Ill. the 
strip of lowland in S&t. Charles 
County widens again. Opposite 
Grafton it is not so wide, but con- 
tributes to the lake of which the 
submerged tract, now Calhoun 
Point, will form the chief part. 
The contemplated overflow on 
the Missouri side of the Mississippi 
River ends before the boundary of 
Lincoln County is reached. On the 
Illinois side of the Mississippi, the 
overflow extends up the Calhoun 
County shore for about the same 
distance. In the Illinois, on both 
sides of that river, the overflow 
extends to a point near Hardin, 
county seat of Calhoun. 

The deepening of the channel, 
which is the purpose of the Alton 
dam and other dams and locks to 
be built in the Upper Mississippi, 
will extend considerably above the 
overflowed territory. The Missis- 
sippi, it is calculated, will have a 
channel depth of not less than nine 
feet to Cap a Gris, in Lincoln 
County, Missouri, which is the site 
of the next navigation dam in- 
cluded in the plan for 26 such 
structures in the Upper Mississippi. 
Cap a Gris, which is not a town, 
but just a point in the river bank, 
is 22 miles above Grafton, and 40 
miles above the Alton dam. Plans 
for the dam there have not been 
drawn. 

In the Illinois River, the nine- 
foot channel is calculated to extend 
to La Grange, Ill, nearly halfway 
between the mouth of the Illinois

miles above Alton, the low-water 
stage will be raised by 13 feet. 

High water and flood stages, the 
engineers say, will not be increased 
by the presence of the dam. By 
he opening of spillway gates, which 
will extend from the Missouri end 
of the structure to the locks in 
front of Alton, the flood waters will 
be discharged, and a flood, above 
the dam, will inundate the same 
area as if the dam were not there, 
and no more. 


Passing through the locks, after 
the Alton dam is built, will be an 
interesting experience for excur- 
sion boat passengers, as it has been 
in recent years at the Keokuk dam. 
Going upstream, the boats will be 
lifted by an inflow of water within 
the closed gate, to the upper level, 
and going downstream, they will 
be lowered by the reverse process 
of gradual opening of the lock 


Construction of the locks, and of 
the intercepting sewer along the 
Alton water front, will be the first 
part of the work to be undertaken. 
Acquisition of the land needed for 
flowage will go on while this work 
is in progress. 


The Alton dam is the farthest 
south of a series of 26 dams and 
locks which are intended to afford 
a nine-foot channel at all seasons 
in the Upper Mississippi, from the 
mouth of the Missouri to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. The work is part 
of the Public Works Administration 
program, and is expected to employ 
12,000 men, of whom 700 to 800 will 
be engaged on the Alton work. Fed- 
eral allotments of $11,500,000, and 
more recently of an additional $22,- 
000,000, have been made for 18 of 
the projects, The latter allotment 
included $3,540,000 for the initial 
work at Alton. 


STORM TROOPERS ARREST

BERLIN, Sept. 20. — About 300 
persons were arrested yesterday in 


simultaneous raids by police and 
storm troopers on Communist and 
Leftist dwellings in the Harz Moun- 
tain district.

It was estimated more than 1000 
police and storm troopers partici- 
pated in the raids, which were 
staged after a man described as a 
Communist courier was intercepted 
on the way to the district. Among 
those arrested and taken to Goslar 
was a native of Holland. 
Meanwhile officials at Ulm an- 
nounced that 50 men and women 
were taken into custody over the 
week-end at a castle near Heiden- 
heim-Wuerrtemberg. Thé authori- 
ties charged them with plotting 
sabotage against the state under 
the guise of intellectual pursuits. 
“These highly intellectual people,” 
the official announcement said, 
“will be dealt with most severely.”

NRA DEMANDING 
THAT THE A. F. OF L 
CHANGE ITS POLICY 


Officials Prefer Horizontal 
or Industrial Type of 
Union, as Miners Have, 
to Trades Type.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—A gen- 
eral overhauling and revamping of 
the American Federation of Labor 
is being demanded by officials of 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion, the writer learned today. Par- 
ticular emphasisis is being given a 
request that the new labor organi- 
zations being formed under the pro- 
tection of the Recovery Act take 
the form of Industrial unions rath- 
er than trade unions. 

Recovery Administrator Hugh §S. 
Johnson long ago reached the con- 
clusion that the so-called “verti- 
cal,” or industrial organization, 
through which all the workers in 
an industry are members of the 
same union, was infinitely better 
adapted to the administrative re- 
quirements of NRA than the “hori- 
zontal,” or trades unions. 

Exasperated at Strikes. 

Since that time he has become 
exasperated over a series of strikes 
resulting from jurisdictional dis- 
putes among unions’ themselves. 
One of these threatened to tie up 
the motion picture industry in Hol- 
lywood indefinitely. Only last week 
work on one of the large new Gov- 
ernment buildings in Washington 
was shut down, and several hun- 
dred men thrown out of work, be- 
cause the carpenters and metal 
workers disagreed over who should 
install covers on the radiators. 
Dissatisfaction of NRA officials 
over the present union structure 
was further heightened a few days 
ago by the amazing disclosure that 
Gerard Swope, a member of the 
National Labor Board, and presi- 
dent of the General Electric Co., 
had volunteered to have the com- 
pany union which exists in his 
plant affiliate itself with the A. F. 
of L., on condition that it do so as 
a “plant union,” and that President 
William Green of the Federation 
had rejected the offer because he 
insisted that Swope’s employes 
must come in as members of their 
respective trade unions. 

Whole Issue Coming to Head. 
The whole issue will come to head 
during the federation’s convention 
here Oct. 2, That there will be an 
open fight over it is already as- 
sured. 

An interesting aspect of the sit- 
uation produced by the operation 
of the NRA has been the gradual 
decline of Green’s influence and the 
rise in power of John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers; George Berry, president of the 
Pressmen’s Union, and Edward F. 
McGrady, Assistant Secretary of 
Labor. The United Mine Workers, 
which is an industrial union, con- 
taining mine workers of all vari- 
eties, is now by far the largest sin- 
gle union in the country, and Lewis’ 
influence has increased tremen- 
dously. 

It is no secret, moreover, that 
Dr. Leo Wolman, who is chairman 
of the Labor Advisory Board, is 
dissatisfied with Green’s recent 
leadership, and would not hesitate 
to throw all his influence on the 
side of the faction opposed to 
Green. Due to his position, that 
influence is great. 

Although Green recently agreed, 
somewhat reluctantly, to the or- 
ganization of individual “plant un- 
ions,” subsequently to be incorpo- 
rated into national industrial un-

It is, in the sense 
that it recognizes that we must 
make sure that the rank and file 
of the workers are gainfully em- 
ployed if we are to have prosper- 
ity. Unless means can be found to 
pay adequate wages to this army 
of employes capital cannot receive 
its proper reward.”

Questions New Receivership Policy. 
To the Kditor of the Post-Dispatch: 
R ECENTLY you published a well-writ- 


: nois, for appointing one individual as re- 
" ceiver for a large number of closed state 
banks. On the surface this appears to 
be a commendable policy, but have you 
examined it and have you ascertained 
what is actually occurring under this 
plan? 
The proper liquidation of a closed bank 
requires a peculiar-type of person well 
versed in accounting, the law and corpo- 
ration finance, with some knowledge of 
the trends in the trade area formerly 
served by the institution in liquidation. 
The liquidator, to be successful, must un- 
derstand the bank’s debtors, their pécu- 
liarities and their problems. 
The idea of the single receiver will 
probably prove efficient in Chicago and 
Cook County, where similar situations 
are presented by each closed bank, but 
will that same person be able to liquidate 
efficiently the affairs of a bank in Frank- 
lin County, the frozen assets of which 
consist in the main of “sour” real estate 
mortgages on coal lands and business 
properties, and the “slow” notes of mer- 
chants, restaurant keepers and garage 
men? Will that same receiver be able 
to grasp the problems confronting the 
debtors of a closed bank in one of the 
counties in the corn belt, the frozen assets 
of which consist of farm loa@ns, notes se- 
cured by chattel mortgages on farm ma- 
chinery and livestock? This single re- 
ceiver, unless his assistants and clerks 
are so well paid as to attract good men 
(and then there can be no savings ef- 
fected in the liquidation), must depend 
on mere bookkeepers and clerks for local 
information, and he must necessarily al- 
low them to establish local policies. 
Of course, if the old, and I hope anti- 
quated, policy of the Federal Government 
of forced liquidation is to be applied, this 
plan is most excellent (with the eradica- 
tion of the abuses hereinafter mentioned), 
but would not several receivers each 
handling the affairs of the closed banks 
in severa] contiguous counties which pre- 
sent the same problems, be the better 
plan? 

I fear that this “single receiver” chat- 
ter, and the self-laudation which accom- 
panies it, is a huge smoke-screen behind 
which the age-old political tricksters are 
at work. 

Why does one accounting firm, but re- 
cently organized, do the auditing from 
Waukegan to Cairo and from Quincy to 
Danville? Who are its officers and stock- 
holders? What are their connections? 
With the large number of defunct state 
banks, are the state bank examiners so 
<% busy that they can’t do this work? 

Again, what is the name of the recently 
organized insurance agency now engaged 
in a state-wide business of writing fire 
and other insurance on the bank build- 
: ings, farm dwellings and business prop- 
; erties among the assets of these many 

closed banks? Must the loca] insurance 
agent, who probably owes the closed bank 
a “slow” note, be kept from earning a pre- 
mium which might be applied in liquida- 
tion of his indebtedness,and be driven from 
business so that friends and associates 
may profit? Who are the officers and 
stockholders of this newly formed agency 
company? What have they done in the 
, past for which they should receive this 
business?

It is your duty to correct 
your error. Investigate and print the 
facts.

At night the Union flag flew over a redoubt 
which Halleck and all the weaklings had said could 
not be taken by assault. Grant had taken it. He 
had drawn the enemy out of cover. 
What is it the utilities have to say? Their voices 
are strange. The people who have spoken in whispers, 
for whom money has done the talking, who “for ways 
that are dark and for tricks that are vain” are as pe- 
culiar as Bret Harte’s heathen Chinee, tre forced into 
the court of public opinion, The Judge is incorruptible. 
His court’ bailiff is deaf. The usual hocus-pocus, the 
erstwhile winking and blinking, the revered but la- 
mented sign language of ye olden time, Simon says 
thumbs up, Simon says ‘thumbs down, Simon says 
wiggle-waggle, are one with Nineveh and Tyre. 
The attorney for the defense is speaking. He says 
taxes are higher under public ownership. There is 
hoarse laughter in the courtroom. “Quiet!” thunders 
the Judge, thereby keeping himself from laughing. 
Does not the Court and everybody in the courtroom 
know that while the utilities are being paid for, that 
is, being built and equipped, taxes must pay for them; 
that once they are paid for, the people own them 
and can use for community purposes the profits 
which otherwise go to Wall Street? Of course they 
know that. Who doesn’t? If the people of St. Louis 
owned the public utilities they could put in the pub- 
lic coffers millions of dollars a year which have been 
going to profiteers. They could regulate the rates to 
meet the necessities of the people. Under the one sys- 
tem we hand the profits of the utilities over to out- 
siders, whose only interest is their own racket; under 
the other we keep them in the community and use 
them for the benefit of the people, use them to meet 
the ever-rising public needs of a modern city. 

Very well. The Judge has straightened out his face 
again, and the people in the courtroom have re- 
gained their composure. The attorney for the defense 
may proceed. What is he saying now? He says poli- 
ticians are a bad lot and cannot be trusted to run 
the utilities. Even the Judge, decorous as he is, dig- 
nified as he must be, joins those in the courtroom 
in the shout of laughter which greets this objection 
to the people owning and operating their own public 
services. The utility magnates, whose archetype can- 
not be extradited from Greece, and whose corruption 
is a stench in the nostrils of men all over the United 
States, charge that politicians arc too vorrupt to man: 
age the utilities! The organizers of the biggest slush 
funds ever put together in American public life; the 
people who tried to send the urbane Frank L. Smith 
to the United States Senate from Illinois; who poi- 
soned education at the fountain head by putting their 
propaganda in the schools; who sent against the 
Walsh resolution for investigation of the public utili- 
ties the biggest lobby ever seen in Washington, charge 
that the politicians are corrupt! 

Presently quiet is restored. The eves of the Judge 
are very red. He uses his handkerchief as if he 
had hay fever. The bailiff raps on his desk. The 
attorney for the defense is up again. What is his 
point this time? He says that under public owner- 
ship the investments of thousands of men and women 
would be destroyed. The Judge shakes his head 
“I must over-rule that,” he says. “The 
people who own the securities of the utilities under 
private ownership can exchange them for the securi- 
ties of the municipalities under public ownership. 
The bonds of the St. Louis waterworks, upon which 
the people recently spent $12,000,000, are a gilt-edged 
investment. I have yet to hear of any municipal se- 
curities which turned out as hollow as some of the 
St. Louis and Kansas City street railway securities, 
or as some of the Insull securities.” 

With that parting sally, court was adjourned. The 
crowd filed out laughing lightly and chatting gaily.

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PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX EVASION. 


It is estimated by Assessor Coale that 60,000 or 
60,000 automobiles owned in St. Louis are not shown 
in personal property tax returns. He proposes to 
remedy this situation by requiring persons seeking 
city licenses to submit proof to the License Collector 
that a tax return has been made on their automobiles. 
Such proof, in the case of an old car, would be the 
prevjous year’s tax receipt and, in the case of a new 
car, a certificate from the Assessor. If that method 
should not be feasible, Mr. Coale suggests the License 
Collector give him a duplicate record of all licenses 
issued, to check against tax returns. 
Personal property tax returns have declineg from 
$170,675,900 in 1928 to $87,584,880, the valuation as 
of June 1, 1932. Even the peak valuation fell far 
short of representing the real] value of personal prop- 
erty. This tax is widely evaded and, when it is not, 
| taxpayers place absurdly low values on their property 
and frequently omit, as in the case of automobiles, 
4 many of their possessions. The fault lies partly in 
administration and partly in the fact that personal 
property taxation is considered unsound and unwork- 
able. Pittsburgh is one of the cities that has abol- 
ished it entirely. 
Meanwhile, however, it is in the statutes and 
should be administered to the best of the Assessor’s 
and Collector’s ability. Its enforcement can be tight- 
ened up in many ways to make it a good revenue 
producer, and to eliminate some of the more flagrant 
evasions. One of these, assuredly, is failure to in- 
clude automobiles, and Assessor Coale deserves com- 
mendation for the steps he is taking to make every- 
one who owns an automobile pay the tax. 
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NEW YORK AND THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 


Troubles multiply for the New York Stock Ex- 
change, which the New Deal presses on all fronts. 
The Securities Act passed by the special session 
of Congress was to the Stock Exchange pretty much 
what the recent hurricane in the Gulf was to the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley. There is grave doubt 
whether the truth can be told about securities with- 
out reducing the market to a mere shadow of its 
prior self. Had the truth been told about Radio, 
there would have been no Radio pool. Can the 
Stock Exchange function without those riggings of 
the market which made the great boom? 
Washington seems not to care whether it can or 
not. Nor is that all. The City of New York is 
also gunning for the Stock Exchange. It threatens 
to inflict heavy taxes upon it. New Jersey has invited 
the Exchange to take refuge in the political domain 
of the Hon. Frank Hague, who is no reformer. Chica- 
go is also offering the Exchange sanctuary, being 
somewhat fed up at the moment on twentieth cen- 
tury progress. Other proposals have been made to 
move the Exchange into Canada. 
Might we suggest that the Stock Exchange go to 
Cuba? It is a lottery, and in the Latin manner a lot- 
tery, with the sort of people behind it that made the 
Stock Exchange hum, might stabilize Cuba. 

At any rate, it would be something comparable to 
Monte Carlo, a European evolution not at all unlikely 
in America.

CREDIT FOR REPEAL. 


Now that repeal of the eighteenth amendment is 
practically assured within the present year, there isa 
rising debate as to where credit is due for this amaz- 
ing reversal of public opinion. 

The Baltimore Evening Sun thinks we have the 
press primarily to thank for repeal. It gives deserved 
credit to editors, publishers and cartoonists who at- 
tacked national prohibition at the outset. Neverthe- 
less, we are disposed to think that we are presenting 
today a likeness of him to whom chief credit is due. 
That the anti-prohibition revulsion set in when 
times became hard is beyond dispute. The depression 
swept out the old order, and prohibition went with 
it. The Democrats are, of course, to be credited 
with having practiced fine political opportunism. 
However, when times were good in 1928, notwitb-' 
standing the Democrats put up a wet candidate for 
President, prohibition was at the top of its stride. 
The gentleman whose portrait we present today is 
not a comely person.

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OFFENSES OF OMISSION. 


Roger W. Babson, the financial forecaster, urges 
revision of the Securities Act in an article printed 
in the current issue of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce News. In registering his specific objection, 
the seer of Babson Park says: 


Under the new law, the issuers (of securities) 
are held personally responsible not only for the 
accuracy of the figures presented, but the omis- 
sion of any material facts. This provision has so 
frightened security houses that they do not dare 
to attempt any financing. 


Mr. Babson’s complaint calls to mind the world- 
famous case of Lord Kylsant, multi-millionaire Brit- 
ish shipping magnate, who was sent to prison for 
falsifying his company’s financial statement. These 
were the facts, as brought out in the trial: Lord 
Kylsant’s company offered an issue of securities to 
the public. The issue was accompanied by a state- 
nent of the company’s financial condition. The state 
ment showed the payment of certain dividends to

Forestry service has discouraged wasteful lumbering methods, and helps preserve farm 
land, in danger from erosion and drouth, caused by destruction of wooded areas; 
national forests also provide wild life refuges and recreation spots, and many are 
selt-supporting; camps for the unemployed are extending this work to wider field. 


RTICLES ranging from telephone poles 
Ae clothespins are among the millions of 

objects made of wood which the present 
“metal civilization” finds indispensable. 
Even before the institution of the Presi- 
dent’s forestry camps, lumbering, measured 
by the number of persons engaged in it, 
was one of the largest industries in the 
United States. . 
 Luumbering and forestry, as at present 
practiced, vary widely in their aims, al- 
though the cutting of wood is a factor in 
both. Lumbering is the term used for the 
cutting of timber for an immediate finan- 
cial gain, while forestry carries the concep- 
tion of long-time planning for continuous in- 
come. If trees are stripped carelessly from 
land, it is frequently left open to alternate 
floods and drouths. Much of it becomes 
worthless for agriculture or recreation, and 
can support little animal life. 

When white men came to America, it is 
estimated that there were 1,064,528 square 
miles of forest between the Atlantic Ocean 
and the prairies. In what is now the West 
of the United States, there were 220,062 
square miles. These forests had been re- 
duced to 733,554 square miles in 1928. Over 
half of this remainder had been selectively 
cut over, leaving the smaller trees for fu- 
ture growth. Of the original forests, 126,- 
875 square miles were cut so ruthlessly that 
the land is now practically useless. 
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To discourage further devastation of the 
country by thoughtless lumbering methods, 
the Government organized the Forest Service. 
The areas under the supervision of this ser- 
vice are the tree-covered public lands in the 
West which were not taken up by home- 
steaders, and forests purchased from private 
owners in the East. At present there are 
national forests in 31 states. Camps for the 
unemployed have been set up in the na- 
tional forests of all these states. In states 
having no national forests, similar camps 
have been established in state forests and 
on private land. 

During the past quarter century, the Gov- 
ernment has emphasized the value of forests 
for the whole country. For the farmer— 
and the 1930 census showed over 50 per cent 
of the population living in rural areas— 
there are two great problems that are af- 
fected by forestry practice. One is erosion, 
or the washing away of the valuable top 
soil; the other is the distribution of rain- 
water. If there are no trees or cover crops 
to slow up the rain-water as it runs down 
the slopes, erosion is unavoidable. Thus 
water, which should seep down to the val- 
leys through a period of weeks, rushes in 
torrents down the stream beds, causing 
floods in the valleys, followed by long peri- 
od$ of: drouth. 

Aside from the protection of farm lands 
and conservation of moisture, national for- 
ests bring the Government a direct revenue 
in various ways. Full-grown timber and 
cord wood are sold; grazing lands are rent- 
ed; water power concessions are leased; 
drinking water is furnished large cities; ir- 
rigating systems are provided. These proj- 
ects have proved so remunerative that, even 
with the expense of seeding new sections,

tional forests have been put on a self-sup- 
porting basis. From their income, some na- 
tional forests contribute to the treasuries 
of counties and states in which they are 
situated. 

Perhaps the largest single expenditure for 
forestry is for fire prevention. The toll of 
life sometimes runs over 50 persons a year. 
The damage to forests and the dependent 
water districts has been found to amount to 
millions of dollars. To avoid this loss, look- 
outs are placed on high points of national 
forests and constant watch is kept for the 
telltale smoke, Forest rangers now frequent- 
ly are successful in beating out fires before 
they have passed the possibility of control. 
Public education has done much to limit the 
horror and waste of these fires; but one un- 
avoidable cause, lightning, accounts for 
more than 25 per cent of the fires. 


The Forest Service has been quick to see 
the recreational possibilities of the forests. 
Roads have been built, hiking clubs encour- 
aged, lake shores cleared, trails broken and 
camping grounds established, so that tour- 
ists, climbing enthusiasts, fishermen and 
hunters may have an opportunity to indulge 
in their favorite avocations. Summer home 
sites have been leased in a number of the 
forests. Botanists and zoologists have keen- 
ly supported the forestry movement, so rare 
plants and animals might be preserved. 

The Forest Service has taken with it roads, 
telephones, radio and other instruments of 
civilization, and has brought prospering oc- 
cupations to formerly isolated spots, many 
of them of striking scenic beauty. It has 
given a new vision to many lumbermen, per- 
suading them that ultimate good for the 
country can be achieved and great harm 
averted by substituting the ideal of forestry 
for that of lumbering. 


CITIES GET A BREAK, 
From the Houston (Tex.)

WELCOME precedent is set by Secre- 
tary Ickes, head of the Public Works

funds allotted to states, to aid in financing 
the construction of streets that are desig- 
nated as highway routes within the cities. 

Justice and fairness underlie the ruling 
by the Secretary. When a highway is des 
ignated as a Federal route and Federal 
money is applied toward its construction 
and maintenance, there is no reason why 
those sectors of the highway lying within 
city limits should not receive Federal fi- 
nancial support. What right has the Fed- 
eral Government to say to a city that it 
must bear the cost of constructing and 
maintaining a sector of Federal highway? 

Motorists in the cities of Texas pay the 
bulk of the taxes the State and Federal 
Governments collect from the sale of gaso- 
line; also what is collected in excise taxes 
and license fees. Clearly, after making 
these payments, they should not be called 
upon to pay out of their pockets alone the 
cost of building highways through the cor- 
porate limits of their cities. To force them 
to do so is to subject them to double taxa- 
tion.

INGREASE IN CHILDREN 
IN BOARDING HUMES 


Decline in Number Being 
Cared for in Public Instit- 
tutions, Survey Shows. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—A 7 per 
cent decrease in the number of 
children cared for in institutions 
and an 11 per cent increase among 
those in foster homes were report- 
ed yesterday by the Children’s Bu- 
reau on the basis of a survey in 
13 cities for the year ending last 
June. 

The rise in foster home care was 
not due to private homes being 
opened, free, to dependent and ne- 
glected children. Such care de- 
clined about 1 per cent. There was 
a 12 per cent increase in the num- 
ber of children cared for in board- 
ing homes, where some social 
agency pays a housewife to care 
for public charges. 

There was a 36 per cent increase 
in work or wage homes—in which 
foster care is given in exchange for 
work done by children; or care is 
given and a wage also paid for 
children’s work about the home. 

The volume of institutional care 
of children, which, except for sea- 
sonal fluctuations, wis said to have 
remained “relatively unchanged,” 
started its downward trend in the 
spring of 1932. 

Foster home care, on a steady 
climb, was 30 per cent higher in 
June, 1933, than the morthly aver- 
age of 1929.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The combina- 
tion of declining business volume and ris- 
ing costs has Causea the iron and steei 
industry to become uneasy about prices 
recently filed for the fourth quarter. Quo- 
tations on plates, shapes and bars for that 
period have been withdrawn in prepara- 
tion for advances and similar action may 
pe taken on other products. The indus- 
trys lJabor costs have been further in- 
creased by @ s@cond wage advance which 
was put into effect by the leading inter- 
est and other producers on Sept. 15. © 

The first advance, a flat 15 per cent 
increase, Was made on July 15. e new 
wage revision provides for increases up to 
12\. per cent and is primarily intended 
to straighten out maladjustments growing 
out of reductions in working hours. The 
industry’s fuel costs @re likewise headed 
upward. The final adoption of the coal 
code will automatically result in higher 
fuel prices, Dut the full extent of the in- 
crease is uncertain in view of continued 
rapor disturbances in Western Pennsylva- 
nie, says the “Iron Age.” 

“Market activity in past week has 
been confined mainly to releases of sheets 
and strip steel on which Sept. 15 had 
been fixed as the deadline for the ac- 
ceptance of third quarter specifications. 
Otherwise bookings have declined, and 
qucers have been forced to reduce 
packlogs. 

“Pressure tor shipments, however, has 
caused @ temporary reversal in the trend of 
production. Although ingot output declined 
from 34 to 32 per cent at Pittsburgh and 
from 37 to 35 per cent in Eastern Penn- 
syivania, the valley rate rose from 45 to 
48 per cent, the Buffalo average from 44 
to 47 per cent and Chicago operations from 
41 to 44 per cent. The national average 
which reached 41 per cent a week ago, is 
now 43 per cent, 

“The recovery at Chicago is attributable 
primarily to the receipt of orders for 24,- 
000 tons out of the 31,000 tons of rails 
recently bought by the Chesapeake & Ohio. 
The imm.nent purchase of 10,000 tons of 
track supplies by this railroad will also 
aid steel plant operations. 

“No broad upturn in railroad buying is 
yet indicated. 

“Government-financed construction work 
is moving more rapidly toward the stage 
where it will affect iron and steel output. 
The low bid on the Grand Island bridges, 
near Buffalo, requiring 13,000 tons of 
steel, has been announced and the placing 
of the contract should follow shortly. 
structural steel lettings are still light, to- 
taling 6200 tons, as compared with 8165 
tons a week ago.

Preparing for School. 
The child back in school after the 
summer vacation, and particularly 
the one that has entered school for 
the first time, should be given the 
benefit of a good start. 

This means, among other things, 
that it should receive a careful 
medical overhauling, with the cor- 
rection of as many defects as pos- 
sible. 

Most of us grown-ups will, upon 
the least provocation, sing senti- 
mentally about the good old school 
days. Few remember what a real 
task the school day represented. 

To meet adequately the demands 
of the class room the schoo] child 
must be in good health and must be 
equipped with sense organs that are 
as near to perfect as possible. Con- 
sequently it is the obligation of the 
parent to see to it that the child is 
in good physical form. This is an 
obligation due the school as well 
as the child and parents. 

Among other things, we want to 
be sure that the child is well nour- 
ished, has a good sound 


and throat and has eyes that can 
see and ears that can hear. 


importance. For, 
undernourished child gives exter- 
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nal evidences of its conditions and 
while defective teeth, diseased ton- 
sils and the like may be readily 
recognized, minor but nevertheless 
important defects in vision and 
hearing cannot be discovered, ex- 
cept by means of appropriate tests. 

Failing to hear well or to see 
well, the child is handicapped in its 
learning abilities. If its sense de- 
fects go unnoticed, the child may 
acquire a reputation for being dull 
and unco-operative. A vicious cir- 
cle is thus established, leading to 
many complications of a constitu- 
tional and behavior nature. 

In behavior clinics what appeared 
like complicated cases of emotion- 
al disturbances have many times 
been cleared up and eradicated by 
the prescription of glasses and by 
arrangements whereby the child’s 
difficulty of hearing was compen- 
sated for by special attention.

Confidential Talks With 
Mothers and Fathers. 


By Mrs. Brooke P. Church 
Too Many Cooks 


F it is unwise for parents to dis- 

agree openly about the manage- 

ment and discipline of the chil- 
dren, it is far worse when aunts 
and uncles or even grandparents 
are allowed to interfere. 


In one family there was an as- 
sorted collection of relatives living 
in the same house. Authority was 
so divided and so conflicting that 
neither father nor mother had any 
contro] over the children. The 
youngsters had soon learned that a 
permission withheld by mother 
would probably be granted by 
gran r or aunt, and went 
from ome to the other until they 
got what they wanted. 

A child's parents should be the 
final court of appeal, and no im- 
portant decision should be made 
without their consent. 

Such a situation as that described 
above may occur frequently. To 
cope with it requires infinite tact 
on the part both of the parents 
and of the interested relatives. 

It might be well to call a family 
council, perhaps including even the 
older children, to discuss the mat-

ter and make the rules, which 


must be very clear and allow for 
no misunderstanding. 

If the relatives cannot be made 
to comply, the parents must at 
least make it clear to the children 
that they cannot peddle their re- 
quests about, and that an infrac- 
tion of parental ruling will incur a 
penalty. 

The children probably will find 
the cessation of the nervous wear 
and tear of uncertainty and divid- 
ed allegiance a relief in the long 
run.
